PROGRESSIVE WISE COUNTY CITIZENS BOOSTING BOND ISSUE TO BUILD PERMANENT HIGHWAYS! 


It is proposed to vote bonds for a m illion dollars. 
Out of this 
it i- proposed to take up and pay off the road bonds already voted 
rn three districts— namely, M eridian D istrict, Chiro D istrict 
and 
Bridgeport D istrict— amounting in all to $274,000. 
That w ill then 
have $726,000 for the proposed new road construction, which when 
supplemented w ith expected state aid on the Hast and W est or 
Thirty-Ninth Highw ay, and expenditures out of the road and bridge 
fund for new road improvement, w ill advance the total close* to a 
million d o l l a r s , 
The complete mileage of the M eridian aud th irty -Ninth H ig h ­ 
w a y s is tieing m aintained by and at the cost of the state aud federal 
governments, and at no expense* to Wise* ( minty. 
Believed of the 
maintenance cost of these* two important 
highways, the common 
road and bridge* fund of the county may he* then used to build and 
improve* important community highways to connect w ith the main 
late rals, and to m aintain the highways already built. 
The proceeds from the bond issue, if voted, is to be distributed 
equitably to tin* four comm1'shiners’ precincts on a basis of their 
taxable values.

The expenditure of the* money would alw ays be* in the hands 
of the* members of the County Commissioners’ Court.

In T arran t County four m illion dollars of money was expended 
on the* county roads, am i there was no fraud or corruption. 
In 
Denton County a splemliel net-work elf roads have long be*en built 
and enjoyed, and nobody has claimed that the $1,800,000 was not 
spent efficiently and righteously. 
It would be presuming a great 
deal to think that any dissim ilar result would prevail in W ise 
County. 
It is in the minds of the court and the* opinion of the 
public spirited citizens favoring the* issue that every possible dollar 
w ill be spend for work and m aterials iii Wise* County under super­ 
vision of (he- commissioners and flu* e*ngine*er. and that the contract 
method w ill he* minimized in every possible degree to (lie* end that 
a good and serviceable net-work of highways may be built as 
economically and savingly as possible*. 
It is planned, under (he* bomi issue. that ;;( no late elate* geoid 
roads traversable in all seasons ami in all conditions of weather 
w ill become accessible* to every community aud <*emne*ct with every 
school and church. 
It is w ithin the keeping of truth and expedience to say that the 
saving to automobile owners in gasoline and oil in the operation 
of ears on (lie consequent smooth roads w ill amount to more in a 
year than w ill lo* required to pay the* increased tax.

being paid now in the* operation of ears oil bad roads. 
W hy not 
change about and turn the* loss into an investment in good roads? 
Note* that this statemc'iif makes no allusion to the larger loss that 
is sustained from the* breakage and wear and tear on ears and 
wheel casings resulting from bad roads.

The statement has never been 
successfully denied and is still true.

farming, make better markets, bring distant markets nearer to our 
doors to our greater profit and satisfaction. 
File* insuperable* difficulty of the* present system and means of 
building roads in W ise ( ’ounty is illustrated by the experience in 
Commissioner Henry W alker's precinct. 
I ii t h i s precinct t h e r e are 
six hundred miles ut roads aud six hundred bridges and culverts 
to he kept up oil a maintenance* fund of $10.00(1 a year— or about 
one third as much as is now spent for the building of a mile* of 
concrete road. 
It is a hopeless situation that a free minded and 
generous people should not tolerate, hut about reflects the* situation 
that now exists iii the* county. 
The good old fam ily doctor is 
abandoning the rural towns. 
Vsk him if his chief reason is not the bad roads lie has to trave*!

Up to this tim e there has been observable no disposition on the part of anybody in W ise ( ounty to dictate to anybody else as to how 
he should east his vote in the forth-com ing election on Septem ber 12th. 
The signers of this statem ent of the benefits expected to 


accrue from the building of a system of good roads in W ise C ounty have m erely taken this means to present the views after having 
worked and studied long and seriously in relation to the m atter.
